Chicks one week old were in- 
oculated to produce severe ceca) 
coccidosis. Those receiving sulf- 
methazine were given the drug 
jin .125 percent concentrations in 
the feed for the first seven days 
folowing inoculation, Aureomy- 
cin, when used, was given dur- 
ing the entire experiment. The 
healthy chicks and some inocu- 
lated chicks, fed the same ra- 
tion without either drug, were 
used as controls. 


The most favorable results of 
the treatments were obtained 
from feeding 100 grams of au- 
reomycin per ton of feed with 
125 percent sulfamethazine. No 
deaths occurred in chicks given 
this treatment, compared with 
a mortality rate of 43 percent 
in the inoculated group. The in- 
oculated, treated chicks, made 
better gains than healthy, un- 
treated chicks, 

Chicks affected with cecal 
coccidosis usually show no sym- 
ptons until the fourth day of 
infection. Deaths generally oc- 
cur on the fifth day. To produce 
worthwhile benefit, the aureo- 
mycin - sulfamethazine treat- 
ment must be started at the 
time the chicks are exposed to 
infection.
